mers at mosquitoes that infested the Manatawny creek and 
park areas? 


This year, if all goes well, the nuisance of the winged 


monsters will be removed, because 
the park area will be sprayed with 
deadly—for insect pests—DDT. 


According to Albert E. Hart- 


man, 
co-chairman with Bruce 


Davies of the Junior Chamber 
of 
Commerce committee 
in 


charge of the mosquito-control 
program, the job should begin 
around June 1. 


"The larvae will hatch a little 


later this year because of the cold 
weather during the Winter," Hart- 
man pointed out, "but we expect the 
first spraying to start the begin- 
ning of June."

out with the advice of Major Rus- 
sell W. Gies, of Media, a State ma- 
laria control officer.

Farm Land Prices Up 
CIX YEARS of record farm income have 
•* pushed farm land values as high as 1920s 
peak. If net farm income continues to rise, 
and the defense program and ERP may help 
it climb, even those who go heavily Into debt 
for a farm today will be able to pay out. If 
net farm income nosedives, as $ began to 
do in February, it can mean the difference be- 
tween continued ownership and loss through 
foreclosure for those farmers who go heavily 
into debt today. 


Farm land the country over is priced 105 


percent above the 1935-39 average. 


As long as farm prices are high, farmers 


feel they can pay for their land in a few years. 
Yields of 50 bushels of corn to the acre are 
not uncommon and with corn at $2 a bushel, 
farmers can realize a gross cash return of 
$100 per acre. 


Few city people are buying farm land; most 


of the sales are between farmers, or to farm- 
raised people who made good money in war 
plants and are now returning to the country. 


The rapid rate of farm mechanization of 


recent years has invited the owning of more 
land causing prices to rise. The farm equip- 
ment overhead is about the same whether a 
farmer has 200 acres of land or 500. With ma- 
chinery, farmers can work more land. A 
tractor pulling a two-bottom, 14-inch plow 
will turn over eight acres of land in a day 
while the same size plow, drawn by nve 
horses, will do but four acres- 


More than hah" of .hose buying farm land 


are paving cash for all of it. Most of the re- 
mainder are paying down two-fifths or more 
of the purchase price when they take pos- 
session. Farm mortgages have been greatly re- 
duced in recent \ears until the farm financial 
picture is better than it has e'.er been For 
the most part." farmers are not going over- 
board to buy expensive land before they can 
pay for it. 


But for .hose few who are thinking of go- 


ing head-orer-heek in debt to buy land, it is 
still souna ach.ce to sa;.. "This it a good 
time 'o pa., for iand rather than go into aebt 
for more."

sible Philadelphia choice for the top prize, 
Republican strategists believe that Sen- 
ator Vandenberg is the only man who 
can swamp the man in the White House 
without any ifs, ands or buts.

nee save Senator Taft, but they look 
upon the presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate as their best bet. 


On both domestic and foreign issues, 


the big, GOP master-minders figure that 
they can "win with Vandenberg." They 
believe that midwestern Republicans an- 
tagonistic toward the Truman-Marshall- 
Vandenberg foreign program will vote for 
Senator Vandenberg as against Henry A.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
WITH the coming of warm weather it 


always seems as if ringworm infections of 
the feet become more common. It is true 
fhat people tend to pick up this disease 
during the Summer, especially if they 
frequent infected swimming pools and 
beaches but, at the same time, many an 
old case, which seemed to disappear dur» 
ing the Winter, flares up anew at the 
first hint of hot weather. 


This is the time when it is likely to 


become severe so that, instead of merely 
cracking and scaling the skin, it causes 
the formation of blisters which burst and 
leave raw sk'in surfaces. 


Many forms of treatment for ring- 


worm of the feet have been employed. 
During the war ointments containing a 
substance known as undecylenic acid were 
widely employed for various fungus dis- 
orders of the skin. 


Dr. Emanuel Muskatblit tried out a 


preparation of this type on 44 patients, 
twenty-eight of whom had ringworm of 
the feet, one of the hands and four ol 
the nails. The remainder had fungus in- 
fections of a different type. Of 32 patients 
who had ringworm infections of various 
parts of the body. 22 were cured. In five, 
the treatment was a failure, while in the 
other five the results were doubtful The 
cure required from eleven days to three 
and one-half months. 


This ointment causes no irritation of 


the stan. even in those with blisters and. 
raw surfaces. It would seem that this 
method of treatment is quite satisfactory 
in most cases. However, whenever a se- 
vere ringworm infection is present, the 
physician should be consulted concerning 
the best treatment to be employed. 


Unfortunately, efforts at home treat- 


ment often result in further irritation of 
the skin, thus making the disorder worse. 
In extreme oases, it may be necessary to 
use wet applications or to soak the feet 
in some antiseptic solution until the 
severe inflammation is cleared up Then 
more active weparation to eliminate the 
nng worm may 0° employed
